SWEDISH ORE. 


On Whlcli Oreut Britain Proposes tr 


Draw IjarKelr* 


No little attention ;has been paid 


latterly in. the trade and general press 
to the ore deposits of northern. Sweden, 
from which .Great Britain proposes to 
draw large ore supplies in view of tne 
inability of the mines of the Bilbao 
district in Spain to furnish ore in ade- 
quate quantities, says the American 
Manufacturer; 
Long articles have 


been printed about the richness of the 
Swedish ores, the inexhaustible depos- 
its and tbe gigantic scale on which the: 
mines are -to be developed. The idea 
is carried in nearly all these articles 
that the Swedish ore fields in the 
Arctic circle have been newly 'discover- 
ed, and that they are'both; the richest, 
and the largest ore fields in the-worid. 
With a .moderate amount o£ truth a 
large amount of misapprehension .and 
exaggeration has been included in the 
greater number, of these articles. 
The 


ore fields pf northern Sweden are not 
new, 
having been :discoverd and work- 


.ed since many decades ago. The ore 
is rich, but hot richer than that of .the 
Spanish peninsula "on the Bay of Bis- 
cay ana scarcely equal'to.'that of the 
i.ake Superior ranges, though better 
than any German, French or Belgian 
ores and incomparably.superior to the 
ironstones of England, which are the' 
lowest grade iron ores utilized any- 
where in appreciable, quantities, -their 
proximity to coal measures^and the 
immense demand for ore by British 
iron masters alone enabling their use 
in any great amount. The necessities 
of the British iron trade, accentuated 
by the growing export trade of Ameri- 
ca, have caused' a easting about for 
newer and better sources of ore supply, 
and the Swedish fields are the .most 
promising. 
By-opening the mines on 


a larger scale and building a railway 
•with low grades to the Baltic, the 
British consumers will .be enabled to 
obtain ore' a trifle cheaper that at 
present, but the principal advantage 
gained will be the assurance'of ade- 
quate supply for the future, the signs 
of., exhaustion .shown by the mines of 


Sanfand'er naving" grown morrf numer- 
ous of late. 


AUSTRALIAN COAU. 


Production Has Trebled Within tbe Last 


Twenty Yearn. 


The coal of New South Wales was 


discovered 10 years ago by a ship- 
wrecked sailor, but it has only been 
worked on a commercial basis- within 
the last fifty years or so, says the Nine- 
teenth Century. 
The carboniferous 


strata of Australia are said to extend 
over 10,000,000 acres. 
The coal meas- 


ures of New South Wales cover about 
'24,000 square Aiiles, with Sydney In 
the center, although Newcastle is the 
most accessible port for the coal fields 
now being worked. In quality the coal 
of New South Wales is reputedly not 
much inferior to-that of old South 
Wales -for steam rnising purposes, and 
hot at all Inferior t.o that of Northum- 
berland^ ' Last .year a very large in- 
crease took place in the output, which 
was raised to 4,417,600 tons from 3,910,- 
000 tons in 1896. !'• About three-fourths 
of the: whole output was exported--to 
the Pacific states of .America, to China, 
the eastern 
archipelago, the Straits 


Settlements, the Pacific 
islands and 


further India.:.': The : ^production has 
more than trebled Within the last 20 
years, and as yet is only a fraction of 
what it is destined to become. Before 
Macaulay's. New Zealander makes its 
appearaince on London bridge the New- 
castle, at the antipodes will have be- 
come as large and prosperous and im- 
portant a city as Newcastle on "Coaly 
Tyne." 
New South Wales does rnot 


monopolize the coal of Australia. That 
of- Queensland is of enormous value, 
spread over an area of some 14,000 
square miles, though as yet the output 
does not exceed 500,000 tons per an- 
num. 
For certain markets the ports 


of Queensland are favorably situated, 
and the coal of Queensland is destined 
to play an important part in the com- 
mercial futu-.'e of the Pacific and the 
east. 
Victor!? produces a little, but 


not as yet: sufficient for her own re- 
quirements, and she has to draw from 
the mother colony. 
New Zealand has 


very extensive supplies, hardly as yet 
tapped, of very excellent coal. Indeed, 
the colonists are. never tired of remind- 
'Ing.us that it was with New Zealand 
coal that the Calliope waged her suc- 
cessful battle with, the cyclone at Sa- 
moa; 
and New Zealand coal .is regularr 


ly used by steamers in the intercolon- 
ial and Pacific trades. - In western Auar 
tralia there are large deposits which-, 
when the problem' of transport is solv- 
ed, woulii find ready markets in th« 
eastern archipelago.

Home Committee Decides to Report tho

Washington, Jan. 23.—The house 


coinage, weights and measures com- 
mittee by a strict party vote ordered a 
favorable report on the substitute, for 
Kepresentatlve Hill's bill 'to fix the 
standard of value in the United States 
and for other purposes. The bill.pro- 
vides in substance 'that the standard of 
value in the United,, States shall be 
the gold dollar. No silver dollars are 
to' be hereafter coined except from 
bullion now in the treasury; the secre- 
tary of.the treasury 'in Ms,discretion 
to coin silver Into subsidiary coin as 
public-urgency demands/and the.re- 
coinage of old, worn, uncurrent sub- 
sidiary coin, without special appropri- 
ation, therefor; such coinage of bullion 
to be concurrent with the retirement 
of treasury notes, the same as if coined 
Into silver dollars, and the coinage ot 
such subsidiary coin not to be limited 
to |50,000,000.

The retirement of the greenback pro- 
' vision is, for the flrst five years, an

Athens. Jan. 23.—The Peloponnesus 


was shaken by earthquake five times 
in fifty minutes Saturday night. From 
the Gulf of; Corinth to Cape Matapan, 
and from the Ionian sea to the Bay of 
Argolis, no portion of the Morean pe- 
ninsula escaped some sore of minifes- 
tation of the seismic commotion,' and 
In Corinth, Nauplia, Tripolitza, Kala- 
mata, Navarino (or Pylas) and Pyrgo 
and the vicinity of -these towns the 
-heaving of the earth was violent; 


At Kyparissa,- also, the disturbance 


was serious, forty houses being leveled 
to the ground. At Navarino only three 
houses fell, but it is expectetd here 
that as reports from the interior come 
In a much greataer property loss than 
now appears will be shown. 


The efirst tshock was felt at 9:50 


p. m. A second came in about eighth 
minutes, after which the interval was 
greaater. At Kalamata, on the 5tes- 
senian gulf, the pulsations were ac- 
companied by booming sounds that ter- 
rified the inhabitants beyond measure.' 
At Kyparissia, where the earthquake 
seems to have expended its chief, vio- 
lence, and in the ilsand of.Zante, in 
the Ionian sea to the northwest of 
Kyparissia, the inhibtants spent the 
nighth outdoors. 


In all cases reported .where houses 


were overturned the occupants seem 
to have had sufficient warning to- be 
able to get into the open, for no loss 
of life is reported. 
The railways and 


the'telegraph lines every where-.in the 
Pelop.onnesus, however, were seriously 
affected, the latter 'actually, and serv- 
ice on the former being impeded by 
fear of spread rails and weakened cul- 
verts.
